A N iglit’a B est. 


The food passes from the stomaoli at 
the right side, hence its passage is -fa­ 
cilitated by going to sleep on the rig h t 
side. 
AVater and other fluids flow 
equally on a level, and it requires less 
po'.ver to propel them on a level than 
upward. The heart propels the blood 
to ev ert'p art of the body, at each suc­ 
cessive beat, and it is easy to see th at if 
the body is in a liorizontal position the 
blnod'W iirW sent ioxlic t-áu’ióus 
of tlie .system with greater ease, w ith 
loss exjienditure of jjower, and more 
perfectly tlian could possibly be done 
if one portion of the body was eleva­ 
ted above a horizontal lino. 
On the 
other hand, if one portion of tlie body 
is too low, the blood does not retu rn as 
readily as it is carried thither; hence, 
there is an aceumulation and disten­ 
sion, and pain soon follows. I f a per­ 
son goes to sleep witli the liead but a 
very little lower than the body, he will 
either soon wake up or w ill die w ith 
apoplexy before the m orning, sim ply 
because the blood could not get back 
from the brain as last as it was carried 
to it. I f a person lays him self down 
on a level floor to sleep, a portion of 
the head at least is lower than the 
iieart, and discomfort is soon induced; 
hence, very properly the w orld over 
the head is elevated during sleep. The 
savage uses a log of wood or a bunch of 
leaves; the civilized a pillow, and if 
this pillow is too thick, raising the 
head too higli.there is not blood enough 
carried to the brain, and as the brain is 
nourished, renewed, and invigorated 
by the nutrim ent it receives from the 
blood during sleep, it is not fed suffi­ 
ciently, and the result is unquiet sleep 
during,the night, and a waking up in 
weariness, w ithout refreshm ent, to be 
followed by a day of drowsiness, dis­ 
comfort, .and general inactivity of botli 
mind and body. 
The ■ liealtliful 
mean is a pillow 
whicli, by die pressure of the head, 
keeps it about four inches above the 
level of the bed or raattrass, nor should 
die pillow be so soft as to allow the 
nead tobe buried in it and excite per- 
i.piration, endangering car ache or cold 
ill thehead on turning over. 
The pil­ 
low sliould be hard enoiigli to prevent 
tlie head sinking more tlian about three 
inches.

J.spanese 
fireworks, the 
proprietor 
courteously insisted upon sending up a 
couple of liis magic cases,-as unlike the 
foreign rocket as can well be conceived- 
O ut of one of these burst clouds of va- 
(■ignted hue, .witb. fijJitastjc acce.ssprios, 
but wbicli w ere blurred and sm othered 
by the m urk behind. 
From the other 
emerged a trlcol or flag, whioh was 
seized by the wind and borne rapidly 
far out into tiie bay, “ mere w aftage of 
the a ir.” X ig h ta n d d a y rockets—we 
must use tliis word for w ant of a better 
—are neilber of them self-propelling. 
They are shot perpendicularly into the 
air from m ortars imbedded into the soil 
at rig h t angles to the horizon. 
Perfect 
acourac.v of flight is thus insured, a re­ 
sult hardlj' attainable w ith the AVest- 
ern stick and self-propulsion system . 
The ordnance is made of wood—very 
often m ere pine, though cam ptiorwood 
is preferred. 
E very m ortar is com­ 
posed of two pieces, each like half of 
one of tlie m etal m ortars in use .among 
our arm ies, supposing the instrum ent 
to be split dow nw ard from the mouth to 
tho breech. 
A toueh-hole is bored in 
the lower extrem ity of one of these 
h alf tulles, and the two are then solidly 
and tightly bound together w ith bam­ 
boo strips, justjas buckets and tubs are 
coopered, but continuously from end 
to end. The engine is then complete. 
It only rem ains to plant the solid por­ 
tion of the. b u tt firmly in the ground, 
and ail is ready for action.

niortar.s are of various size.s, frem afoot 
or IS inches to 7 feet in lengtli, and 
with a diam eter, w ithin the tube, of 
from 
to C inches.

soon as it leaves the muzzle, top and 
bottom are reversed, w ith the result 
that tlic fuse burns, and the explosion 
or explosions take pkace upw ard, the 
wisdom of w hich arrangem ent will be 
at once apparent. Tliere is practically 
no end, excepting the period of descent 
of the ease or its component parts, to

it inflated. 
Flags and banners, pic­ 
tures and screens, are in one piece; 
tlieir folds are opened, and they them- 
selve.s are kept continually in a visible 
position to the eye iii the flight and de­ 
scent, by sm all weights, as above, but 
only on that edge which should be 
dow nw ard. 
A ll of the sim ple, and 
m any of the more elaborate cloud ef­ 
fects are produced by colored earths 
of fine consistency, judiciously dis­ 
posed; o th ersareth o resu lto f the com­ 
bustion of aerial com m ixture of certain 
chem ical substanee.s.

A party of gentlem en, recently, re­ 
turned to 'Virginia, Nevada, from a 
prospecting tour N orth and E ast of that 
place and wh'ile searching for a hidden 
ledge over the hills some five miles north 
of the Badger m ine, they came upon a 
veritable shepherdess among the foot­ 
hills. 
Alfhatever of the rom antic whioli 
is usually attached in the m ind to 
thoughts of such an adventure, in this 
instance-give way to the stern reBÜties 
of the case. There was no “ fairy crea­ 
ture with her crook, tending h er fath­ 
er’s flocks,” but ‘-a woman, w rinkled 
and w ry,” and of r.hree-score years, 
leading a herd of from 275 to 300 goats. 
She was clad plainly, if not neatly, in 
an apron like a school-girl’s, armless 
aud opsn in front—“ sim ply this and 
nothing more.” She was m aking her 
headquarters w ithin the inclosure of 
three rough stone walls, w ith an old 
wagon-cover over one-half the top, and 
the front being w anting. 
Her couch 
would scarcely do for a ilorpheus-w oo- 
ing contrivance for a modern belle. 
It 
was half a blanket and a sack of wool 
for a pillow. Tho food on hand con­ 
sisted of a pound and a halt of flour, 
wliich she used by m ixing it In water 
and drinking it In place of tea and 
coffee. 
She had also two dried upslaji- 
jacks, on one of which she was nibbling. 
She added to these luxuries such por­ 
tions of the flesh of her kids killed by 
coyotes as she was able to recover. 
B ut the boys appear to have caught the 
shepherdesi away from herbóm e. 
She 
told them w.'icre she lived, and invited 
them to call. 
I t was five miles away, 
over the mountains. 
In the course of 
their w anderings they found th e place, 
and accepted the invitation accordingly, 
although the mistress ot the mansion 
was not at home. 
They found tliere 
eight pounds of beans and about as 
many ot bacon, e'ghc chickeiisand nary 
a rooster among them . 
She explained 
this to them on their return. She got 
hungry in the spring, and killed the 
rooster, as tlie hens were laying, and 
she did not care to eat them up. 
They 
also found there a sort of dress, anil the 
other haif of the old lady’s blanket. She 
refused to talk much of her history or 
tell her name. She said, however, that 
slie used to keep the house on the other 
side of the desert. 
Ac the time of the 
Reese river excitem ent her husband 
left her, and slie has never seen him 
since. She then lived w ith Sam Dil 
dine, but he had gone off and left her, 
taking 21 head of her cattle, and she 
did not know w here he or her kiiie 
were. She started in as a shepherdess 
w ith one goat of her ow n and two 
others which were given her, and from 
tliese had sprung in six years her en­ 
tire herd, besides all w hich had died 
and been killed by coyotes. T his shows 
the advantages of herding in Nevada. 
W hen the prospectors left her they 
gave her provisions enough to last a 
couple of weeks.

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AGRICULTÜEE, 


P ony RtkisuiO.—There Is a branch of 
stock-raising that Americans seems to 
have overlooked, that Is. raising ponies 
for chUdren’a use. No more healthy 
recreation for children can be found 
than riding. Small ponies, like those 
from the Shetland Islands and P enin­ 
sula o f Corea, cost little or no more 
than a large dog does, to keep, and all 
suhurban residences can easily accom­ 
modate one in some of the out-houses; 
or, tethered on a lawn, they w ill take 
the place of a lawn-mower and utilize 
the grass. These ponies are of a hardy 
nature, very Intelligent and affectionate 
to children—a noble, health-inspiring 
plaything. In countries where they are 
common, many tales are told of their 
sagacity and faithfulness, quite equal­ 
ing that o f the noble St. Bernard dog. 
I w ill relate one only of the many told. 
Some children and their shaggy Shet­ 
land were playing on the lawn near a 
poud. A little girl fell into the water. 
W hile the other children were making 
a great “ to do” and noise, Master Shet­ 
land waded into the pond, took the lit­ 
tle one by its clothes in his teeth, and 
brought her out and laid her on the 
shore, and saved her little life—taking 
a wiser action in the matter than many 
a nurse would have done. 
To this 
m ight he added mauy instances of this 
little pet’s sagacity. 
How much better 
to give our little ones such a plaything 
than subject them to the liability of 
liydrophobia from feline or canine pets. 
They need litlte of grain; they w ill find 
ample nourishment in summer on the 
lawn; and in winter they are satisfled 
with 
a little coarse hay and occa­ 
sional tU-blc or sweetmeat from the 
children. They thrive on the food that 
would keep a goat, and are as hardy, 
and much more ornamental; and tlieir 
compunionsUlp instills into the mind of 
iulant humanity much nobler thougiits 
tl\an the cat, dog or goat is capable of 
inspiring. 
W hy not breed these di­ 
minutive horses, and 
spread 
them 
ifirougli the land? 
A t Barnet Fair, in 
l.oudon, we have seen the Scotch and 
Shetl.and ponies sold at from Í2.5Ü to 
Í10 or $12 each, just as they come in, in 
lierds, two, three and four years old. 
If I'rought up on the la^vn with tlie 
cliildren, iliey need no breaking, hut 
conform themselves to their place as 
simply and quietly as a child learns to 
talk or walk. 
In some pans of W est­ 
chester county, N . T ., and portions of 
the Eastern Su tes, only flt for grazing, 
herds of these toy-horses could be raised 
at a comparatively trifling expense. 
Thus, while our farmers would secure 
another iniirketable article, our subur­ 
ban citizens could give their children a 
toy that would ennoble; invigorate and 
strengthen them for their battle in life. 
Why has this been overlooked? 


E iTECT of DlFFF-r.ENf JlANURES OX 
G rass L a x d.—A Yorkshire correspon­ 
dent of tb<! London Arjricullural Gazette 
gives tiie following bit of experience. 
Which shows that one should not be too 
hasty in judging o f the comparative 
efleets of diflereno kinds of manure; 
“Last January 1 dressed a very poor 
plain, or siieep run (21 acres.) with 
about 14 loads of farmyard manure (not 
very rotten) on 4 acres. 
The rest of 
the pasture was sown about three weeks 
later with special dissolved bones, at 
the rate of 4 cwt. per acre. 
The effect 
of the. iirst dressing was soon visible, 
and the 4 acres were distinctly marked 
out from the rest, sliowing where the 
manure was applied. 
As this result 
remained unchanged till the beginning 
of April, and the artificial manure then 
appeared to have been used iu vain, 
judgment was given in favor o f the 
yard manure. After this, however, we 
had some warm weather, witli fine 
growing show'ers, which soon altered 
matters, and the line of demarcation 
became each day less distinct, till at 
length the superiority of the bones 
became manifest. 1 have now (June 
lilth) got a most luxuriant mixture of 
grasses (chiefly red a\id white clovers) 
from the portion sown with artificial 
manure. On the 4-acre piece tiiere is 
scarcely any clover, and only a poor 
share of rye-grass and other common 
varieties. 
1 have dissolved bones on a 
good deal of grass this year, and the re­ 
sult in each case is astonisiiing. 
My 
land is a strong loamy clay.”

Sk ix x ix g v s. Scaldixg H ogs.—I .«aw 
a man dressing a small pig in a manner 
which was novel to me. 
Instead of the 
long and laborious method of heating 
water and scalding and shaving, he 
simply skinned the animal. 
He claims 
that he could skin six hogs in less time 
than they could be dressed by scalding. 
The pork looked nicer than X expected 
to see it—in fact, full as well as -when 
the skin was left on. 
There was one 
butcher or more in the iieigliborhood 
who skinned hogs for the sake of the 
skin, and since tlie process of scalding 
costs a dollar or more, many of the far­ 
mers who do not care to eat tiie oork 
have their hogs skinned, 
or 
iucli 
of them as they intend to keep for their 
own eating, 1 was unable to learn 
what price the skins brouglit in tiie 
market or to what use tliey are put. 
Probably they are worth as much as 
the price usually obtained for butcher­ 
ing, or the butchers would not choose 
to skin for the hide instead of money. 
Whether the hides are used for riding 
or ‘^Kussian leather” hand bags and 
pocket books I know not; but if they 
do tlie world any good in that way it is 
more than they do in'the pork barrel. 
A s a rakttcr of curiosity 1 would add 
that the hide from a 200 pound pig 
weighs about 12j¿ pounds. 


The Tailor Bird, 


The tailor bird, which is found in 
india and the Indian Archipelago, is a 
•sober little creature, not more conspicu­ 
ous than a common sparrow, and is 
chiefly remarkable for its curious nest, 
which is made in a singular and most 
ingenious manner. Taking two leaves 
at the extrem ity of a slender twig, the 
bird literally sews them together at 
their edges, its bill taking the place of 
the needle, and the vegetable fiber con­ 
stituting the thread. A quantity of soft 
cottony down is their puslied between 
the leaves, and a convenient hollow 
scraped out, in which the eggs may lie 
and the young may rest at their ease. 
Sometimes, if the leaf be large enough, 
its two edges are drawn together, but 
in general a pair of leaves are needed. 
A few feathers are sometimes mixed 
w ith the down. This curious nest is 
evidently hung at the very extremity of 
the tw igs in order to keep out of the 
way of the monkeys, snakes, and other 
enemies which m ight otherwise attack 
and devour mother and young together.

SCIENTIFIC. 


Sea- Soundings.—Tiie mean depth 
of the Atlantic, is a little over 2,000 
fathoms. A n elevated rldgej’ rising to 
an 
average 
height of about 
1,800 
fathoms below the surface, traverses the 
basins of the North and South Atlantic 
in a meridional direction from Cape 
Farewell, probably as tar south at least 
as Gough Island, following rouglilythe 
ontllnes of the coasts of the Old and the 
New Worlds. 
This ridge, witli two 
branches, divides the Atlantic into three 
■great baisns; an eastern, which extends 
from Ireland nearly to the Cape of Good 
Hope, with an average depth along the 
middle line of 2,600 fathoms; a north­ 
western basin, occupying the 
great 
eastern height of the American conti­ 
nent with an average depth of 3,000 
fathoms; and a gulf running up the 
coast of South America as far as Cape 
Orange, and open to the southward, 
with a mean depth of 3,000 fathoms. 
The numerous soundings taken in every 
part of the Atlantic establish the inter­ 
esting fact, that the distribution of 
living beings has no depth lim it; but 
that animals of all the marine inverte­ 
brate classes, and probably fishes also, 
exist over the whole of the floor ol the 
ocean. Although life is thus universal­ 
ly extended, ihe size, with the excep­ 
tion o f some groups, decreases after a 
certain depth is reached; w hile the 
number of species and of individuals 
also diminishes. 
A t depths a little 
abovu 2,000 fathoms the fauna is varied 
and numerous. Thus the dredge, the 
trawl, and the deep sea tliermometer, 
clear away much of the ignorance that 
lias prevailed ooiiceniing the depths of 
the ocean. They tell us of tlie life that 
passes on thoses unliglited plains and 
peaks, where the massive waters rest 
undisturbed by tlie flow of currents or 
ihe wrath of storms—life iu curious, 
beautiful and delicate forms, which art 
is not refined enougli to reproduce in 
all tlieir graces. They make us ac­ 
quainted ivitli t’ e con.'ormation o f tiie 
ocean lied, witli its unseen ridges, plains 
and heights; witli the vast currents that 
flow between watery banks, with limits 
almost as well defined as these of land 
rivers. 


An article on iiote-deafness is contri­ 
buted 
by Mr. Grant Allen to the 
quarterly review, Mind, devoted to psy- 
uhology (in the scientific sense of that 
term) and philosophy. 
By note-deaf- 
ness he distinguishes an abnormal con­ 
dition of hearing which is analogous 
with color blindness. He is satisfied that 
that this condition is by no means un­ 
common, Inasmuch as many persons are 
incapable ot distinguishing in con­ 
sciousness between the sounds of any 
two tones lying within the compass of 
about lialf an octave, or even more, 
from one nnotlier. He relates a number 
of interesting observations in the case 
of a jKirson so constituted; and one of 
these confirms a view we liave long 
entertained, Uiatan accurate perception 
of time and metre in poetry can exist 
without any particular appreciation of 
music. 
Mr. Alien maintains tliat there 
is in reality very little connection be­ 
tween poetry music as sources of pleas­ 
ure, and that a correct analysis would 
lead us to expect the most delicate dis­ 
crimination as to metre from those 
persons ivhom tune has no power to dis­ 
tract. 


T v7(> Spanish gentlemen of Salamanca 
have just obtained a patent in Spain for 
making writing paper incombustible. 
'X'lie experiments arc said to have been 
very satisfactory. The paper will not 
burn, no matter what may be the in- 
teiiiity of the heat applied. 
A. single 
sheet submitted to tiie direct acUoiv of a 
flame w ill carbonize, but does not take 
fire. 
If a roll of prepared paper is 
placed in the hotle.st fire the outside 
leaves w ill carbonize tlie edges for a 
sliort depth, but the interior remains 
unaltered, the writing or printing being 
perfectly legible. Tlie clieapnes.s of the 
preparation makes it accessible to every 
purpose in which paper is used. 


The London LLeios describes a recently 
invented and useful little device, name­ 
ly, a warch-ciiain measuring instru­ 
ment, which w ill do the work of both 
rule and measuridg tape, and svill 
measure with accuracy minute fractions 
of an incli or the length of a room. To 
measure any object, it is sim ply neces­ 
sary to run it over the surface, when 
the distance is at once indicated by the 
hands, the large hand registering the 
inches and fraction of an Inch, and the 
small hand the feet. The device is also 
convenient for the ready mea-suririg of 
distances on maps, however irregular 
tlie route may be.

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P i c k l e d ,Ekd C a b b a g e .— The purple' 
red cabbage is the finest. Slice them 
into a sieve and salt each layer, re­ 
membering that too much salt will 
spoil the color. 
Drain for three days; 
dry It, - add some sliced beet-root and 
put It In a jar. 
.Pour boiling vinegar 
over it. ' Mace, bruised ginger, whole 
pepper, horse-radish and cloves, boiled 
witli the vinegar w ill make a great im­ 
provement. Tie bladders over the jars. 
In a few, days, open and see if tlie 
vinegar has shrunk away, if so fill up 
with cold vinegar. 
Some recommend 
that tlie vinegar be boiled but allowed 
to cool before pouring over the cabbage. 
A little bruised cochineal makes, this 
pickle a beautiful color and is harmless, 
i f kept very long, pickled cabbage gets 
soft, but is very nice especially if eaten 
soon after it is made. 
Another metliod 
of making this plokle is to quarter the 
cabbage, remove all stalks, then slice 
chin, and, after treating as the above, 
add vinegar cold with one ounce of 
whole black pepper, one-half ounce of 
ginger bruised and a little cayenne 
pepper to every quart of vinegar. .

V inegar from S cgar B eets.—One 
bushel of sugar beets, properly rasped 
and pressed, will yield five gallons of 
juice, whicli, treated tlie same as cider 
is, will make a stronger vinegar of as 
good butdill'erenc flavor; and in making 
cider, nine bu.sliels of apples and one of 
sugar beets will make a cider superior 
to apples alone. 
Every farmer can 
raise sugar beets, and with the juice 
expressed at tiie eider mill make all 
tiie vinegar he wants for his own use 
and have a surplus for salo- 
Witii 
vinegar at a price It could be made for 
from beets, its consumption would be 
increased, as it would be entered into 
many articles of 
manufacture from 
wliich tlie price now precludes it. When 
it is found liow cheap sugar beets can 
be^ raised, and their value for vinegar 
as weli as food for stock, tliey will be 
grown more. 
The beet juice can also 
be worked into sugar as easily as maple 
sugar now is and requires no more 
skill. 


K eei’i.ng GraI’es in W ater.—As the 
practice of keeping grapes in rhe fruit 
room with the stalks inserted in bottles 
tilled witli water, and suspended from 
the roof, lias now become general, it is 
very important to direct aitenlion to 
the fact that the stem must be inserted 
ill the water imuiodiaiely after it is 
severed from the vine, and also that 
the end of tlie slioot must be .sliortened. 
When the branches are not at once in­ 
serted the stalks w ill soon become 
broivn and tlie berries slirivel. 
Also, 
if the end of tiie branch is shortened 
for the purtiose of giving a neater ap­ 
pearance to the bunches when su.spended 
in tlie fruit room, the grapes w ill soon 
begin to shrivel, and if not used within 
a short space of time, will be of little 
service. Last Winter 1 
saw in the 
garden of an amateur a very splendid 
lot of grapes wliicli were very nearly 
spoiled through that portion of the 
wood above the hiincli beiiiE removed.

T his rem arkable volcano, w hich is 
now in a state of eru p tio n , stands on 
the east shore of the Ba3- o f X'.aples, and 
about 10 m iles from the city . 
I t stands 
alone on the plains of C am pania, upon 
a base of about th irty m iles in cireum - 
ference. 
In its upper portion it divides 
into two peaks, one of w hich, called the 
Soinma, attain s the h eig h t of 3,747 feet 
above the sea: and the o ther, know n as 
V esuvius, reaches an elevation of 3,949 
feet, liut varies botli in h eig h t and shape 
in consequence of tlie eru p tio n s o f tlie 
volcano. 
V esuvius is often m entioned b3- a n ­ 
cient Roiiiau w riters vvitliout allusion 
to its volcanic char.aoter. 
T he first re ­ 
corded eruption occurred in A u g u st, 
.V. D. 79, ami it vvas d u rin g tliis th a t 
die cities of I’om peii am i n e rc u laiieu m 
were buried beneath the asiies. 
Tlie. 
m aterials ejected from th e m ountain 
were seoriie and aslies alone, tlie q u an ­ 
tities of vvtiieli exceeded its ow n b u lk ; 
and in tlie occasional eru p tio n s wiiicli 
succeeded those, w ere ttie o n ly volcanic 
products u n til tlie year lü 6G ,\vhen tlie 
flrst flow of lava oceiirretl. 
T he total 
num ber of its g re a t eru p tio n s, dow n to 
the present tim e, h as been about six ty , 
aud som e of them have been rem arkable 
for the vast m ovem ents tak in g place in a 
short tim e. 
B etw een th e years 130S 
and 1G51 no eruption occurred, e x cep t 
a slig h t one in 1590. 
B u t th ro u g h o u t 
this period E tn a vvas in a sta te o f u n ­ 
usual iictivitj', and this, p erh ap s, gave 
vent to elastic vapors an d lava th a t 
w ould otherw ise have found a passage 
througli the craters of V esuvius. 
T lie eruption in 1031 was accom panied 
vvitli great c u rre n ts of lava, w hich flow­ 
ed over m ost of th e villages a t th e base 
of th e m ountain, and a t th e sam e tim e 
to rre n tso f boiling w ater w ere sen t fortli. 
The eruption of 1779 is described as 
am ong th e g ran d est and m ost terrib le 
of lliese plienom ena. 
'VVTiite su lp h u r­ 
ous sm oke, like lieap so f co tto n , rose up 
four tim es as higli as the voloauo, and 
spreavl about to a p roportional ex ten t. 
Ill Ju n e , 1794, occurred a terrib le e ru p ­ 
tion wiiieli destroyed tlie tow n of T o rre 
del Greeo. A single stream of lava w as 
estim ated bv B k e is la k as co n tain in g 
more than 46,000,000 cubic feet. 
T he 
eruption of lS-2'2 broke up th e w hole top 
of th e m ountain and form ed an e llip ­ 
tical cliasm ab o u t th ree m iles in circnm 
ference, and supposed to be 2,000 feet 
deep. 
In M ay, 1855, th e floods of lava 
destroyed tlie village of Cercolo. 
A n eruption of g re a t violence o ccu r­ 
red in D ecem ber, 1S51. T he disturbances 
eoiinneneed on ¿uiiday m o rn in g , the 
Sth, in trem blings of th e g ro u n d . 
In 
the afternoon a 1-arge opening w as m ade 
in th e ground a little above T o rre del 
Greco, about h alf w ay up th e m ountain, 
whicli vvas soon follow ed by others, 
from all of wliieli proceeded terrifle ex- 
p!o.?ioiis and jets of flame. 
S tream s of 
lav-a poured fo rth , aud on th e m o rning 
of tlie 9lli, w ere flow ing in a c u rre n t 
lialf a mile broad. 
T he explosions like 
the soiiiul of heavy a rtille ry , continued 
till tow ard evening, and a t n ig h t w ere 
succeeded by th e m ost b rillia n t display 
of electric liglits, forked lig h tn in g and 
colum ns of lire and sm oke c o n tin u a lly 
rising from th e crater. T he convulsions 
eontinueO for several days, even up to 
Ja n u ary 1, 1S62, th e trem b lin g o f the 
eartli had n o t ceased. 
T iie effect of 
tliis eruption vvas to m aterially alte r the 
shape o f V esuvius, deepening tlie old 
crater anti form ing several new ones. 
Tiic n a tu re o f flie p resent eruption 
rem ains to be d eterm in ed ; b u t it is 
tliougbt it w ill be one of considerable 
violence. T h e base of the new cone is 
now covered w ith lava, w h ich is flow­ 
ing dow n the sides of the m o u n tain in a 
stream of considerable size. M uch alarm 
is felt in the villages a t tlio foot o f the 
m ountain, th e in h ab itan ts o f vvliicb are 
prepared for flight a t the flrst appcar-

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N satkess ik THE D aiey.—Quality is 
alw ays a m easure of value; and unless 
perfect oleauliuess Is observed, 
the 
quality of butter or cheese cannot be of 
th e best. The dairym an o r farm er may 
not perceive any difference, but the ex­ 
p ert buyer, or the fastidious consum er, 
w ill instantly detect inferiority in fla­ 
vor, and hence be slow to purchase. 
Means for w ashing or brushing cows 
are rarely seen in a stable, and still less 
frequently is opportunity oflered for 
cleansing the hands of m ilkers. So that 
in the great m ujorlty of cases im puri­ 
ties invariably get into the pail, are dis­ 
solved by the m ilk, and become ab­ 
sorbed by the butter. 
D airymen adm it 
the value of cleanliness and skill, but 
are no t alw ays aw are of v/liat consti­ 
tutes proper cleanliness. As a blind 
m an has no conception of a brilliant 
sunset, so some persons cannot under­ 
stand w hat perfect eleanliness.and pur­ 
ity are. We were never more impressed 
w ith this fact than when visiting the 
Echo Farm dairy at Litclificld, Cc. 
T here the stalls w ere cleanly sanded, 
and w ithout stain ; not a loose h air was 
to be found upon the cow s; the stable 
was spacious, airy, and well lighted; 
the cows’ udders were scrupulously 
clean ;th e m ilk e r’s hands were carefully 
washed before m ilking, and even the 
conversation o f the hired men was 
clean, foul language or uoisy talk being 
forbidden and avoided. 
The most scru­ 
pulous cleanliness was carried out in 
the dairy, every utensil was pure and 
b right, and the dairym aid who super­ 
intended the butter-m aking was a pat­ 
tern of fem inine neatness. 
Xo one, 
how ever fastidious or exacting, could 
object to the product of this d airy ; and 
there is no reason 
w hy the same 
methods could not be observed any­ 
w here. 
A cottage can be kept as clean 
as a palace, and a very ordinary dairy 
can be made as clean as that of the Echo 
Ji'arra. W^e give herew ith a few hin ts 
as to how this oloauly m anagem ent may 
be practiced: 
A ll droppings should be 
removed out at least once a day. The 
litter should be sh o rt: sand, sawdust, 
o r earth, being better than straw . Tlie 
cows should be cleaned, carded, and 
brusbed daily, and in the spring when 
the coat is falling ofl‘, they should be 
brushed before each m ilking. 
The .sta­ 
ble should be well ligliied, and kcjit 
whitew ashed and free from dust and 
cobwebs. 
Before the m ilking, tlie ud­ 
ders should he 
brushed, 
wiped or 
w ashed; if washed, they should be 
thoroughly dried at once 
to avoid 
cracking of the teats, and clear water 
be used.. We flud a brush, or a sponge, 
preferable to a cloth for this purpose. 


SCIENTIFIC, 


P lastek axd Clovek.—F arm ers must 
Inform tliemselves as to the necessity 
of supplying nitrogen to tlieir soils and 
to their anim als. 
P lants can not ma­ 
ture w ithout nitrogen. 
.-V full supply 
w ill insure a paving crop. 
Anim als 
can not thrive w ithout food containing 
nitrogen. 
All Cue nitrogen supplied to 
anim als and plants is again returned 
through their putrefaction a:id decay 
in the form of amm onia. 
This volatiie 
substance floats over die earth in tlie 
atm osphere, is condensed by tiie hydro­ 
gen of w ater and descends to the farm , 
whereas if converted to a salt it is 
assimilated by cultivated plants. Gyp­ 
sum is the steady and certain agent tliai 
will lay its invisible hand upon it and 
fix it as a salt, in which form the nitro­ 
gen is re-conveyed to the soil and to 
plants. 
Clover is par excellence a 
plant most active in taking up ammo­ 
nia of nitrogen and storing above and 
below. 
As a forage it is invaluable. 
As a m aiiurial irlant it has but few 
equals. 
P laster is then a fertilizer 
alw ays to be w ithin tne reach of the 
cultivator of the soil. 
I t should be 
strew n over tbe floor of the stables, 
over every anim al and vegetable sub­ 
stance in the process of putrefaction 
and decay, over his fields, no matter 
to what crop he devotes them , 
ft there 
is any farm er who doubts the scifeiitilic 
experim ent of Liobieg, my advice is for 
such a one to purchase Diebieg’s agri­ 
cultural chem istry, -and study and read 
it over and he will then cease to be the 
creature of prejudice aud ignorance.

V aluable T hee W ash. — W illiam 
Saunders, of the governm ent garden at 
W ashington, uses the follow ing wasli 
for fru it trees: P u t h alf a bushel ol 
lime and four pounds of powdered sul­ 
p h u r in a tight barrel, slacking tbe 
lim e w ith hot w ater, tbe m outh of tlie 
barrel being covered w ith a 
cloth. 
This is reduced to the consistency of 
ordinary w hitew asb, and at tlie tim e of 
application half an ounce of carboli<- 
acid added to each gallon of liquid, 
i lr . Saunders says: i generally ap­ 
plied it in the spring, before the ieavc-f 
m ake th eir appearance, but I am con­ 
vinced tliat it would be more effectivc- 
if applied later. B ut then it is dilii- 
eultco do so when tlie tree is in foliage.”

Disinfectants and Deodorants. — Thos. 
Taylor, M icroscopist of the D epartm ent 
of A griculture, gives the following 
in the W ashington Esenina Star: 
D u r­ 
ing tbe year 1876 1 made series of ex ­ 
perim ents w ith essential oils, including 
the 
oil of eucalyptus globulus 
and 
spirits of turpentine, whiob were pub­ 
lished in the report of the D epartm ent 
of A griculture for th at year. 
I found 
that the oil of eucalyptus disinfected 
fresh m eal as effectually as carbolic 
acid, besides being a powerful deodor­ 
izer, and on combining it w ith soap 
found It agreeable, form ing a valuable 
substitute for, the carbolic, especially 
for the sick room. 
Turxientine I found 
to be also a most pow erful deodorizer. 
A tablespoonful of the latter, added to 
a pallful o f water, will destroy the odor 
of cesspools instantly, aud in the sick 
cham ber 
w ill 
prove 
a 
powerful 
ausiU ary in the destruction of germ i 
and bad odors, being both a disinfcetant 
and deodorizer. 
I have quite recently 
added to the list of disinfectants one of 
general appiication, and it has for 
m any purposes the advantage of cbeap- 
tiess with rem arkable effectiveness. 
I 
allude to gasoline, one of the product.a 
of petroleum . 
Gasoline w hen applied 
to the germ s of fungi or of other cryp- 
togamic plants instautly destroys tliem 
althougli It fails to deodorize gases. 
Being a solvent of oils aud fats it de­ 
stroys anim al genus, and fatty de­ 
generation gives way to it. 
It may he 
employed full strength to wash delicate 
ami tender plants and sores w ithout 
producing pain. I t is wholly devoid of 
the caustic xirinciple, eveu when applied 
to tlie tongue: it produces 110 disagree 
able sensation. 
A single drop applied 
to any insect will kill it, and even its 
vapors have a most destructive ctteetoii 
tlie lower forms of anim al life. 
Wlieii 
gasoline is applied to a wound or to any 
delicate p a rt of the body, on evapora­ 
tion it produces the sonsatioii of cold, 
foUowed soon after by a sensation of 
heat. 
Of course all experim ents should 
bo made in the absence of aniiieial 
light, as it is a very explosive gas. 
Mail m atter supposed to be infected can 
be tliorougbly disinfected by tlic appli­ 
cation of gasoline, eitlier by immersion 
or by sponging tbe surfaces. 
It pene­ 
trates with lightnitig rapidly all porous 
substances, such as leatlier, gloves, 
bank-uote.s, ribbons, dres« goods, silk, 
cotton, and linen, evaporating in a few 
m inutes w ithout injury to the goods. 
1 have placed sealed letters in this solu­ 
tion for a few moments, completly w et­ 
ting the contents, aud in less than live 
Ininutes Uie gasoline evaporated, leav­ 
ing tlie letters dry, w ithout stain, and 
well disinfected. 


Eiltie-Luid Belt.—A ccording to Leigh, 
a becicr metliod of producing a broad 
belt than tiic usual A m erican double 
leatlier bcitingsew cd together—a metli- 
od by wliicli the articie can be made 
with I lie greatest ca.se, of any tliiokne.is 
or wiillli, perfecrlv equal in texture 
ihrouglii ut, and alike 011 both sides— 
consists in cutting up the likles into 
siriirs of the w idth of the intended thiek- 
ne.'s of tlie belt, and settiiig iht-m on 
edge, these strips to liave holes puiictied 
tlirougii tliem about one-eighth of an 
inch in diam eter and one inch apart; 
nails made of lound wire, clinched up 
at one end for a liead and flattened at 
tlie otlier, are used for lasteiiiiig tlie 
leather strips together. Each nail i.s in 
this case half tbe width of tbe intended 
belt, and after the =trlps are all built 
upon llie nails, tbe ends of the latter 
are turned dow n and driven into the 
leather, thus m aking a firm strap witli- 
out any kindjoi cement, splicing or sim- 
il.ar treatm ent. 
When a strap made 
in accordance w ith this plan requires 
to be tightened, it is only necessary to 
take it asunder at the step lines of the 
splice, cut oil' from one end of the scrap 
at each step w hat is required, and piece 
up again w ith w ire nails or laces going 
entirely through the strap. 


The Secretion o f Svieat.—The secretion 
of sw eat is now known to be, like tliat 
of saliva, directly under tlie control of 
the nervous system , and to be excited 
by secreting nerves, independently of 
alterations in Che vessels which supply- 
secreting glands. 
D r. Oct and Mr. 
Field, in the Journal of Ph'jsiology, show 
th at the tier-ve centers, in connection 
w ith tlie sw eat glands, can be stim ula­ 
ted by the poisonous principle of tlie 
toadstool—muscarine—and 
a 
greater 
am ount of carbonic acid than usual in 
tiie circulating blood will also excite 
functional activity. Tills fact would 
tend to explain tlie well known great­ 
er tendency- to perspire which people 
observe when tiiey are sh u t up in a 
close room, a tendency wliich aiipcars 
to be greater than can readily be ac­ 
counted for by th e warmcii of the room 
alone.

Prof. SaleaJor UaUkron thus explains 
die ¡m penetnihie darkness of oaveriis, 
which torcliligtit dispels only w ithin a 
very limited ra d iu s: “ The walls as well 
as die floor and roof of caverns, are con- 
tiniially.covered witli m oisture, wliieli 
works witliouc interruption in coiidens- 
iiig die corpuscles Uiat float around in 
that circum scribed .space. 
I t thus per­ 
forms tlic same functions as the glycer­ 
ine doses wliicli varnish the sides of the 
crystal box by- rneau.s of which Frof. 
Ty-ndall obiairis an oiitical vacuum , the 
light diUusiiig itself im perfectly from 
w ant of tho.se atoms which act as re- 
ilecdng bodies.” 
Frof. Calderón veri-

Scattering around die 
torcli very fine dust, he saw tliat the 
brightness was regularly diffused .so 
long as die dust m aintaiued itself in die

■spread or deposited liseif.

scarcity atl'onls noiirishm eiit both for 
the mitive.s 
and 
tlicir flocks. 
It is 
utilized in th e follow ing w ay.s: 
In 
tlie lirst place the per-sant.s e x tra c t an 
oil from th e n u t, wliich is ii.seful boih 
for in irn in g 
ami cooking 
[iiirpo.ses. 
W hen th e n u ts ripen and fall oil the 
trees tiie.r a re collected hj- th e iiative.s, 
who arc aided in tiic h arv est hy tlieir 
goals. 
Tliese 
anim als 
sw allow 
tlie 
fru it for tlie rind, hut b ein g uiniltle to 
dige.sl tlie tint, tliey tlirow it u]) again, 
and it is then ad.ded by tlieir ow ners to 
tlie store for m ilking o il. 
F or tlieir 
private eonsum ption tbepea.sunts rarely 
m ake u large quan tity o f oil at a tim e, 
lint crack open a few Inindfuls o f nuts 
w ith a stone, and after to astin g tin- 
k ernels in an eartiicnw arc dish, grim ! 
tliein into flour. 
Tlic oil is cxiracled 
l)v ad d in g w ater in a .simill q u a n tity to 
the flour, wiiicli is .stirred in a Imwl. 
As th e oil is being form ed by Ihi.- p r o ­ 
cess, tiic flour hanlen.s in to a cake, 
wliieli is tinally squeezed, leaving liie 
oil peri'eeily clear am i lit for use. Tiiis 
kind o f oil cake tiien .serves as an i-x- 
eelieiit food for cattle, a; also tlie ilry 
rim l of tlie nnt, wiiicli is g enerally 
given to llieni witli the cake, fo n n io g 
tog.-tlier llivir prineiiial and m ost nu­ 
tritiv e food d u rin g the y e a r, and is in- 
valiniiilfi to Uie natives 
in tim e of 
d ro u g h t; for tlie argan tre e is very 
liard y. and a dry year has little or no 
(dl'eet iqion it. 
E ven tlic em pry liusk 
of the a n t wlu'.n broken is n o t throw n 
aw ay by tlie ])easants, b u t i.s used a.s 
fuel. 
T he b est charcoal i.s m ade fr'-'o 
the arg an tree, and the .d ry tim b er , ., 
e.xeelliMit firewoiKl. 
T he gnat.s 
fi'i i 
also upon th e leaves of th e tree, a f . 
w hen brow sing in th e a rg a n fore.'!, 
m ay be seen eiim liiiig am ong th e trees', 
]>lu’ckii\g and nibhling tins n u ts and 
leaves.

E ffect of D iffesent M anures.—^The 
w riter has had a good chance to note 
th e effect upon grain of a difference In 
. soil by removal of buildings and clear­ 
in g up of an old home site. T he whole 
was ploughed and so wn to oats.—W here 
th e pig pen had stood w as a black 
grow th lodged flat before the grain was 
headed out. T he chip-yard showed a 
good grow th except in a few small 
spots, w here the grain dw indled; It was 
too dry. 
The place occupied by the ash- 
shanty had little upon it, but around it 
was a'd ark circle of long, thick g rain — 
nothing better. The door-yard showed 
a good yield, about like the garden and 
the potato patch, perhaps a little stouter. 
—A round the cellar w as a heavy yield, 
lodged som ew hat; the rest of the field 
bore an ordinary crop. Perhaps the 
best of all these w as th at around the 
ash-house. T h at on the pig m anure 
w as w orthless. 
We should like to have 
seen the corn upon it. 
W e have seen 
grass (orchard grass) and weeds grow 
around an old heap of spent ashes, and 
th e grow th was interesting; such a pro­ 
fusion of grass blades, sucli length, 
m easuring several feet, we have never 
seen ; it seemed alm ost incredible.— 
U rine applied fresh upon the grass will 
k ill if, hu t afterw ards it w ill make up 
in grow th. 
W here sewage has been 
applied for m any years, groat weeds 
rose when the application was suspend­ 
ed. A sunflower planted in the s.ame 
spot was alm ost a tree, and yet the land 
was a hard clay and gravel. T he sun­ 
flower was incidentally planted where 
th e soil had been loosened in scarcli of 
anglc-w orm s. 
A ll these things tell, 
and are useful lessons. The lesson is, 
save and distribute the fertilizers; all 
of them . 


W heat, H ay &c. — Careful experi­ 
m ents have show n th at w heat cut 
tw elve to fourteen days before the grain 
is fu ilj ripe v/oighs heavier, measures 
more, is of better quality, and yields a 
larger proportion of flour. T here is 
going to be a second crop of good hay 
in manj'' localities, on account of tlie 
recent rains. 
Gr.ass, w hen m.ade into 
h.ay, contains 14 to 15 per cent, of w ater; 
>n the green state some SO per cent. 
The dry p art contains, besides its n u tri­ 
tious substances, gum , sugar and oil, 
and about 50 per cent, of woody fibre. 
The time of cutting grass has m uch to 
do with the nutritious value of li.ay. 
W hen the leaves and stems are green 
they contain large qnancities of sugar, 
gum , etc., a part of wliich is clianged 
into woody fibre as tliey ripen. 
Hence 
they lose a larger portion of their n u tri­ 
tious qualities wlien not cu t before 
ripening. A large quantity of poor iiay 
is brought to m arket sim ply because 
farm ers are not particular as to tlie time 
of cu ttin g their grass.

i f a ew e loses her 
h er lam b, m ilk h er d aily fo r a few days, 
an d m is a little alum w ith h er salt. 
N ev er frig h te n sheep, if possible to 
avoid it. 
S ep arate all w eak, sick or 
tliin sheep in th e fall from those th a t 
are stro n g , and give th em .special care. 
If an y sheep is h u rt, catcli i t a t once and 
w asli the w ound w ith a h ealin g lotion. 
If <a leg i.s b ro k en , b in d it w itli spliiuer.s 
tig h tly , loosening as th e lim b sw ells. 
Ii a sheep is lam e, ex am ine its foot, 
clean o u t betw een tiie hoofs; if u n ­ 
sound, ap p ly tobacco, w itli b íu e.v itro il 
boiled in a little w ater. 
S h ear a t once 
an y sheep com m encing to shed its w ool, 
u n less tiie w eatlier is too severe. 
K eep 
none b u t th e be.5t, and see th a t th ey are 
pro p erly atten d ed to. 


SiiEus A d.ioining B arns.—N o barn­ 
yard is complete w itliout its slied, or 
•slieds, fronting tlie south, or the east. 
■Slieep and young stock w ill in most 
«■inters be am ply protected in th em ; 
and ttiey cun iiere be feci in racks in 
cold, .«tormy w eather, and in the open 
yard in mild weatlier. 
If made higli 
and commodious, the fodder for sheep 
and young cattle can all be kept in tlie 
upper p art; and it would often be very' 
useful to liiive a door to open from the 
second story of the shed to tiie second 
-Story of tl.e barn. Tlie party who asked 
the above question, speaks of swiiie in 
connection w ith planning a b arn : but 
the hog pen should alw ays be separate 
from the barn, bu t at the side of a .small 
building made to contain their food, 
and a boiler to cook it at tim es. 


Butter in ParlH. 


It i.s true tlm t tlie only .salted butter 
you ever find in Paris is tlie -American 
butter, but there this is only used for 
cooking, and is never sold in butter 
stores, but in groceries. 
It is our com­ 
mon tub butter. 
The Frencli butter, 
the finest pos.sible product of its kind, 
is .sold in tlie butter stores sc.attered .all 
over tlie city, wliich fiirnisii nothing 
b u td a irj’ proilucts and egg.s. 
Tiiese 
.stores are generally models of order 
and neatness. 
Y oung girls or women 
in snow y caps and .aprons, courteous 
and obliging, serve tiie cu.stoiners, 
w hile a responsible looking maiden sits 
•at the de.sk supervising tiie bu.=iness 
and keeping tlie books. 
In P aris, wo­ 
men seem to liave monopolized tiie oc­ 
cupation of book keeping. 
One of tlie 
b u tter stores of Paris I rem em ber espe- 
ci.aliy, and will briefly de.scrihe it. 
It 
was near tlie grand m arket (T.a H alle). 
The large w indow on tlie rig h t of the 
entrance alw ays contained a large, 
loosely-arranged boquet of fresli flow­ 
ers, apparently gatliered from some ru ­ 
ral garden. 
There wa.s nothing else in 
tlie w indow except a glas.s covered 
stand containing Bondon cheese and 
tlie don'jlR creinc nei-ise. 
Inside, tiiere 
was a long horseshoe counter or t.able, 
w lierc eggs and cheese were sold, and 
on either side m arble t.ables, each con­ 
taining about four liitge rn.as.=es of bu t­ 
ler, shaped like an inverted butter iir- 
kiu. 
Over each mass was hung a deli­ 
cate silver w ire about tw o feet long, 
both end.s term inating in a piece of 
cork. 
AVith tliis w ire tlie aales-woman 
w ould cut, alnio.st alw.ay.s oxaetiy, any 
.amount ordered from a half a quarter 
to a pound. 
I t being a oo.“tly product, 
and 
alw.ays purcliascd daily, sm all 
quantitie.s are tlio ru le. 
To separate 
the q u an tity ordered, lay it on a.«qn.are 
o f d elicate w hite paper on tiie little 
.scales, w eigh it, pinch the corner.s of 
th e p ap er together, and place it on the 
cool lettuces in y o u r basket, is the 
w ork o f a v ery few seconds w itli these 
ex p ert sales-w om en. 
L ettuces you 
w ould bo sure to have in y o u r basker, 
for 110 one goes to m arket in Pari.s 
■without buy in g th o m , tiiey are so crisp 


and fresh, and u aturally you would 
purchase b u tter after everything else, 
th at it m ight rcacli liome lii the fresh­ 
est possible state. 
Ill a Pari» butter 
store there is no need of tasting or 
sm elling th e b u tter; buy th eh ig h csto r 
even the n ext to the hlgliest price, and 
the quality is sure to be perfect, having 
th at exquisite color, texture, and s weet 
clover arom a possible only to tlie very 
best. 
Salt lessens or destroys this aro­ 
ma in a very sliort tim e, and is not ne­ 
cessary as a preservative, for the butter 
is made every day. 
Ten years ago tlie 
P aris price of the finest butter was 
about forty cents a pound; during the 
siege it sold at forty francs, aud was 
scarce enough at that. 


JCitCLUlmaux 


A rctic explorers complain th at their 
E squim aux dogs are very m uch in the 
way on deck. 
T he E nglish explorer, 
Captalñ Nare», say s: “ Being in strange 
quarters the dogs are baying in con­ 
cert, the distracting noise frequently 
diversified by a sharp how l, as a sailor 
in forcing his way through their m idst 
uses the toe of his hoot. 
The packs 
collected from three or four different 
settlem ents arc strangers to eacli other. 
The king dog of each team is necessa­ 
rily tied up, his subordinates clustering 
around and crouching at his feet. 
In 
tncir anxious endeavor.sto protect their 
followers, and if possible to m aintain 
and extend their riglits, the.?o king dogs 
are straining their very utm ost a t the 
ropes, snarling and lifting tlieir upper 
lips, evidently longing for tlie time 
w hen tliey may fight it out and decide 
who is to bo ruler over all. 
B j' siieer 
figlitiiig each has wDrked his way to 
tlie position lie now holds, the most de­ 
term ined anim al gaining tlio day. 


SC.IENTIPIC. 


The Electric Light in Paris.—The elec­ 
tric light in Paris, chiefly known to 
American visitors, is tlie Jablochkoff 
c.andle. T here is another, however, 
known .as the Lontin light, which has 
been adopted by several est.ablisliments, 
and is now exli’ibited in London outside 
tiie Gaiety Tlieiure. Tlie Lontin liglit 
is worked by a nnachine invented bj- 
M, Lontin iiimsolf. It (iroduces at will 
a single cu rren t or m ultiple currents, 
direct currents, and inverted currents. 
Tliese can be distributed on several cir­ 
cuits. IVith a single machine thirty-six 
ligliM have already been produced. 
Tlie motive force employed to produce 
a liglit equal to 100 Carcol burners is 
Iialr a hc.rse power. 
Tlie ciirboiis are 
vertically placed, one above th e other, 
in the Lontin liglit as in th at of M. 
J.ablooiikott'. 
Tlie liglit comes not only 
from the electric arc between them , but 
aiso from the carbon e n lies themselves, 
wliicli become incandescent and are 
consumed. 
A clock-work regulator ad­ 
vances them a.s they waste away, and it 
is stated th at to such perfection has 
this contrivance been brouglit, th a t for 
a week or more the liglits at tlie Gaiety 
liave required no ad)USlineiit d uring the 
four hours for whicli they burn every 
night. 
H aving once been set, the reg ­ 
ulator iias each night advanced the 
points w ithout any aid from men. 
A t 
P aris little accidents are not uiifrcquent 
with the eleciric light. The A venuede 
I’Opera is ccc.asionally left in sudden 
darkness by some contretem ps. A T.on- 
tin lig h t exhibited in experim ents at 
the P aris Exliibition has rem ained lu­ 
minous for tw enty-one hours. 


The Sheep's Sense o f Searing.—It is 
said th at so acute is tiie sheep’s sense of 
lienrnig th at she can distinguish the cry 
of lier own lam b among as m any as a 
tbovisaiKl others all ble^ating at tlie same 
tim e; and another lam b, too, is able to 
to recognize its m other’s voice even 
tliougli it be in tlie m iust of a large flock. 
James Hogg, wlio was a shepherd as 
well as a poet, tells us th at it was very 
amusing to w atch the sheep and lambs 
during their .shearing season. AViiUe 
the siicep were being shorn the Iambs 
would be p ut in a fold by tliemselvcs, 
and the form er would be sent to join 
tiieir little ones as soon as the operation 
of shearing was over. The m oment a 
lamb iicarii it.s m other’s voice it would 
hasten from the crowd to meet her, but 
instead of finding the “ rough, well-clad 
comfortable mamma’’ which it. Iiad left 
a short tim e before, it would meet a 
strange and most dep’.orable-looking 
creaiure. 
A t the sight of this it would 
wlieel about, utterin g the most piteous 
cry of despair, and perhaps run away. 
Soon, iiowevcr, tlie sheep s voice was 
iieard again ; the lamb would thereupon 
return, once more homul aw ay, and 
sometimes repeat this conduct for ten 
or a dozen tim es before it fully iinder- 
.«tood tliat the sborn ewe was really its 
motlier. 


Influence o f Gaslight op. the Eye.—The 
German M inister of Instruction has re­ 
cently issued a report on th e influence 
of giuslíghton the eye. The conclusion 
arrived is tiiat no evil results follow a 
moderate u.'e of gas, if the direct action 
of the yelloiv flame on the eye is pre­ 
vented. 
For this purpose screens or 
•shades are cmployeii. Grave objections, 
however, exisc to the. use of ■zinc or lead 
sliailes, most evils affecting the eye be­ 
ing traceable to them . T heir use, it is 
said, inevitably tends to blindnes.s or in- 
flamation, and other harm ful 
(fleets. 
The m ilky-w hite glass shade is tiic best, 
as It distributes the light and has a 
grateful efl'eet on tlic eye. T he burner 
should not be to close too the head, as 
congestions of the foriiliead and hcad- 
aclies result from the radiated lieat. 
The glass plate below the gas, employ­ 
ed in some places, in some pla^^es, is es­

DOMESTIC: 


H ow TO M ake D yk.s.—A Gorman 
w riter tells ’js that a num ber of excel­ 
len t dyes can be obtained from the 
berries of common plants, by boiling 
them in w ater so as to produce a strong 
decoction. The w hortleberry and the 
blueberry, w hen boiled dow n, w ith an 
addition of a little alum and copperas, 
w ill make a fine shade of dark blue. 
The same treatm ent, w ith a solution of 
nu t galls added to it, will m ake a hand­ 
some brow n; w hile, by adding alum, 
verdigris anri sal 
ammoniac to the 
berries, several sliades of briglit purple 
and red can be obtained. Tlio juice of 
elderberries boiled in water witii a little 
alum w ill also produce a shade of blue. 
The berries of the privet, w hen over­ 
ripe, w ill yield, by a m ixture of a little 
salt, a scarlet re d ; and the seeds of the 
burning bush, ■when treated witli sal 
ammoniac, make a beautiful reddish- 
purple. The juice of the currant, with 
a little alum , will dye a briglit shade of 
red; and the bark of tlie busli, treated 
in the same way, makes a good brown. 
Yellow can be obtained from the bark 
of the elm , tlie pojilar, tlie ash and the 
iled 
apple tree, boiled down strong aud 
mixed w ith alum water. The tassels of 
broom corn, treated In tlie same way, 
produce a good shade of green. 


T omatoes for Supper.—F ew people 
know liow to prepare uncooked toma­ 
toes In the way adopted in my family, 
and incom parably better tlian any mode 
I have ever tasted. 
By this mode they 
are very desirable for supper or for 
breakfast. F or a family of half a dozen 
persons, take six eggs, boil four of tliem 
hard, dissolve tiie yolk w ith vinegar 
suflicient and about tlirce teaspoonfuls 
of m ustard, and mash as smooth as 
possible; then add tlie two rem aining 
eggs (raw ) yolk and w hite, stir w ell; 
then add oii to make altogether sauce 
sufficient to cover tlie tomatoes w ell; 
add plenty of salt and cayenne pepper, 
and beatthoronglily until itfroth.s. Skin 
and cut the tomatoes a full fourth of an 
Inch thick, and pour the sauce over, 
.and you liave a dish fit for a Fresident. 
Though a little troublesome to prepare, 
yet if once eaten by people wlio are 
blessed ivith palates to enjoy good they 
will be pronounced to be far superior 
to any other inode of preparation. 
We 
use them constantly in this way for 
these meals. 
For dinner tliey are the 
beat stewed, but tliey should alw ays be 
strained before sending to table. 


A pple pud d i.vgs 
sliould be made 
th u s: Make a paste witli equal quanti­ 
ties of sifted flour and liiiciy cliopped 
suet, a pinch of salt and a little water. 
Roll it out tliiii into a large piece, place 
chis over a well-buttered basin, and 
push it in so as to line the basin witli 
it; cut it off ail round so as to leave 
enough to fold up; roll the trim m ings 
to such a size as to cover die top of die 
basin. Pare, core and slice a quantity 
of good sound apples. 
Puc tliein in tiie 
basin witli brown sugar to taste, and 
either some chopped lemon pee!, two or 
three cloves, or a little grated nntm eg; 
add a sm all piece of fre.sh butter, pack 
the apples tiglitly in, put on tlic cover 
of paste; turn up the edges and press 
them dow n, tie floured pudding clotli 
over, and put die basin into a .=nnce pan 
full of boiling w ater, wliich stiould 
come well over the pudding. Boil from 
two to three hours, according to size.

take out tne bones or fram e; tialf an 
hour before dinner put in some noodles 
made as foliows ; r'oureggs well beaten, 
mixed well with flour and a pinch of 
salt, stiff' enough to roll very th in ;

salt and pepper.

soaked. If very dirty, use soap. A 
slight w asiiing of die iqiper part w ith a 
sponge, or flannel and w ater, will 
sufiice. L et the ciiairs dry in the open 
air, if pos.sible, or in a pi.ace w here 
there is a thorough drauglit, .and they 
vflll become as tight and firm as w hen 
new, provided they be not broken.
